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PREFACE 


The Central Institute of Indian Languages is concerned with the development of Indian 
languages. The development of Indian languages can take place by their use in new domains, 
which requires development of materials and methods and manpower for work in the areas of 
codification, standardisation and modernisation. The work of the Institute encompasses basic 
research, material production and in- service training. The Institute is also entrusted with the 
responsibility of assisting and improving the teaching of Indian languages at various levels by 
developing new methods, models and materials and by making use of modem technology. The 
six Regional Language Centres are engaged in regular language teaching programmes. The 
Institute is also a clearing house of information relating to Indian languages and for this purpose 
the documentation work includes compiling of various bibliographies. 

The Institute has developed models and materials specially needed for the children of 
linguistic minorities. There arc different kinds of linguistic minorities requiring special treat¬ 
ment like minorities speaking a major language in another language area, tribals, etc. The 
Tibetan children living in India have special problems. They attend schools run by the Central 
Tibetan School Administration of the Government of India and by the Council for Tibetan 
Education of the Administration of His Holiness the Dalai Lama. Both these schools broadly 
follow the CBSE pattern of education and the children have to leam both English and Hindi. 

Recognising the special problems of the Tibetan children learning these two languages, this 
Institute made a study of performance of Tibetan children in the schools, consulted the teachers 
and education officers concerned with Tibetan education. On the basis of these, supplementary 
materials in English and Hindi have been prepared, which take into account not only the language 
learning problems of Tibetan children, but also their cultural ethos. The printed books arc 
supplemented by audio cassettes for pronunciation and drills. 

There is a need for the Tibetan children to leam their language also. The gap between spoken 
Tibetan and classical Tibetan adds another dimension to it. The problem of incorporating this 
aspect into the language education in Tibetan schools is yet to be tackled in a manner which is 
academically and administratively satisfactory. 

I hope that the teachers and children in Tibetan schools find these supplementary materials 
in English and Hindi helpful for learning these languages effectively and therefore improve their 
pcrfonnancc in school.

INTRODUCTION 


In pursuance of the directive from the Advisory Committee to look into the problems 
concerning the learning of English by the Tibetan children in India, the Institute took up the 
preparation of special teaching materials, culture-specific for the Tibetan children to be used in 
the Tibetan schools. This primer is a result of this programme. 

This book has been prepared with the aim of motivating the Tibetan children to use English 
in their coversation. This is a supplementary reader and not a text book. Therefore it is 
recommended that, while teaching this book,the emphasis be put on motivating the students to 
use the language through the words used in the book rather than on their analysis. The teaching 
of this book should begin three months after the commencement of the academic session. 

Each unit in this book has been constructed around one or two teaching points. The teachers 
are therefore advised to expand the lesson keeping in view the central points expected to be 
taught in the lesson. Efforts have been made to include words representing Tibetan cultural 
traits keeping in mind the age and interest of the children studying in first standard. The words 
from Tibetan included in this book are not used in English, but they would certainly arouse the 
interest in the children leading to better comprehension. Some words like gompa, changkol and 
lama are transliterated to preserve the Tibetan cultural distinctiveness. It is, therefore, not 
necessary to translate these words. An effort has also been made to solve the pronunciation 
difficulties through the recorded lessons provided in the audio cassettes. 

The book has been prepared by a team of English teachers and educationists drawn from the 
Tibetan schools and the Text-book Committee of the Tibetan Administration. We are thankful 
to all of them for the zeal with which they worked for this programme.
